Rural Agent Batie in the City With the 


View of Establishing two Routes, One 


South and One East 


Rural Agent V, C. Batie, of Omaha, ia 
in the city looking oY’er the ground 
preparatory to making a report on tw*o 
proposed rural free 
delivery routes, 
petitions for which were forwarded to 
Congressman Buckman some time ago 
and which have been recommended. 
If 
the service is established, and there 
seems to be no doubt of it ae the agent 
has found that the required number of 
patrons **an be served, one route will be 
south of tho eity and the following ter 
ritory will be covered: 
Oak street to 
sth, south to Adam Brown's, east to 13th 
street and in a directly south lino from 
there to Sewell postoffiee, east two miles, 
south one mile, east half mile to Shep­ 
herd postoffice, to Wolvcrt'a corner then 
north three miles, east one mile and 
north four miles to 
Brainerd, 
The 
other projiosed route is east of the city 
and covers the territory six miles out 
Oak street, south a quarter of a mile, 
east two miles, north a quarter of a mile, 
east a mile and a half, north two miles 
to school house No. 31, west six miles, 
south one mile, west a wiile and a half, 
south one mile, west two miles, south a 
half mile, and east on Oak to postoffiee. 
Mr. Bat io has been over the ground 
thoroughly and is satisfied that the 
routes as proposed are feasible and will 
so make his report. 
On the route east 
something like 115 families would be 
served and the south route would serve j 
even more. 
If the inspector's report is 
acted on favorably by tho department a 
civil service examination will be order­ 
ed for carriers to take place in this eity 
and the service should be started by 
July tir.-tat least. 
Carriers receive 8720 
p»*r year and are required to furnish 
their own rig. 
The distance covered 
in each instance is about 25 miles. The 
advent of this service will be a great 
convenience to the farmers, and they in 
turn will be required to put up mail 
boxes of a pattern approved by the de 
partment in a convenient plaee where 
the carrier can place the mail without 
dismounting from his rig. 
Carriers on 
these routes sell stamps, take orders for 
money orders and are allowed to do 
various other things that come under 
the regulation of tho postoffiee depart­ 
ment that will be found very convenient 
for their rural patrons. 
It will be a 
month before the postmaster 
learns 
definitely as to what disposition has 
been made of the mater and the date 
set for the examinations and the estab­ 
lishment of the service.

TO occasion Justice Rearick thought it 
wise and proper th at he should have 
some associates on the bench to pro 
pound the law as laid down in the 
“s ta tu t” books of Minnesota, and he 
therefore summoned two other justices 
and they presented an august appear­ 
ance as they sat before th a t large as­ 
semblage.

around brought their young and crowd­ 
ed in and secured seats early, the fathers 
brought their lunches and ate their 
meal as they waited patiently for the 
opening of tho court and the young stal­ 
w arts of the country were there in large 
numbers. 
In fact, it w’as even a moro 
enthusiastic, but perhaps not quite so 
hilarious a crowd as gathered on tho 
event of the LaRue-Rhodes fight which 
took place in the same hall. 
T he case was opened and Attorney 
Crowell prosecuted vigorously and final­ 
ly succeeded in having the defendant 
held to tho grand jury, but during tho 
progress of the trial there were frequent 
loud and vociferous applauses from the 
spectators, who, when Lasher was dealt 
a body blow or when Attorney Crowell 
went after his wind, seemed riot able to 
content themselvesand yelled and threw 
hats, handkerchiefs and even coats into 
the air. 
Well, anyway, Lasher was held to tho 
grand jury and when it came to making 
out a commitment Justice Reuben Rear 
ick confessed th at it was a new gag on 
him, but stood pat and called the bluff 
of the man who put the language in tho 
document and aflixed his John Hancock. 
Now’ it seems th at in making out this 
commitment the words “Crow’ Wing 
county” were used instead of “Cass 
county.” 
Judge W arner saw the error, 
but never said a word and when the 
court ordered th a t the prisoner be ta k ­ 
en into custody there was an uproar of 
commendatory remarks. 
The fact is 
th a t the hearing was held in Pillager 
and the crime, if any, was committed in 
Cass county, so an application was made 
by Judge Warner for a writ of habeas 
corpus with the result th at the defend­ 
ant will probably be discharged and the 
case will have to be tried over again.
